From the Selectmen’s General Fund, the plank bridge on Geo. 
Corruth cross road was replaced with one of cement. 


In 1934 by order No. 205, the School Directors paid interest due 
the Citizens Savings Bank & Trust Co. on outstanding Selectmen’s orders 
in the amcunt of $350.00. This has been transferred back to the School 
Directors by Selectmen’s order No. 194 of 1942.

Report of Superintendent 


Members of the School Board and Citizens of the Town of Groton: 


I submit, herewith, my annual report of the conditions existing in 


‘the schools of the Town of Groton. 


The organization of the district is the same as last year—four 


towns and one incorporated district. 


There are 42 teachers in the district this year. This is three less 
than last year. There are two less in Newbury and one less in Orange. 
Three changes have been made in the teaching staff. Mrs. Margaret 
Carter is teaching in the Grammar Room. Miss Pearl Marvin is the new 
Home Economics teacher and Mrs. James Berry replaced Mr. Kenneth 


- Garvin. 


The total enrollment for the Fall term was 161. This is eighteen 
less than the enrollment for the corresponding time last year. The greater 


part of this loss of enrollment was in the High school. 


The following table gives the enrollment by schools and by grades.

There were 15 High school tuition pupils enrolled for the Fall 
term—Ryegate 13, Topsham 1 and one pupil from New York City pays 
his own tuition. There is also one elementary tuition pupil from Topsham. 

Most of the High school tuition pupils come from Ryegate. The 
number of eighth grade graduates in the nearby Ryegate schools has been 
growing smaller. Also because of lack of transportation there have been 


_ fewer pupils coming from South Ryegate. 


Regular State Aid for this year is $2,592.73 compared with $2,913.70 
last year. This is a considerable reduction. In addition $500 a year is 
received on account of Agriculture and $500 on account of Home Eco- 
nomics.

Citizens should support a bill introduced in the Legislature to in- 
crease the State Aid from $15 to $16.50 per pupil in average daily at- 
tendance. This will simply make available money that is now withheld 
from the towns because of decreased enrollments. If this increase is 
not granted some towns are going to receive big cuts in State Aid due 
to decreased enrollments. 


There is a serious shortage of teachers, especially of High school 
and Rural teachers. More scholarships to Teacher Training schools are 
needed in order to attract more young people into the teaching field. 
Groton has done very well in contributing young people to the Teacher 
Training schools. 


The teachers have contributed a Late amount of time to the dif:- 
ferent rationings and to the Scrap Drive. The pupils have also co-opera-. 
ted very well in carrying out activities in'connection with the War Effort. 


The Primary. Room has bern equipped’ with new adjustable shades 
and three other ;rooms have been partly equipped. Some needed paint- 
ing has. been done i in the Intermediate Room. c 


The building which is now, being used for Agriculture and Shep 
Work was remodeled this summer. A good class room and shop work 
room have been provided. This work is now one of the most impoit- 
ant parts of the High school work and we hope it will be possible to 
continue it if Mr. Frazer leaves. Nearly all the boys in High school 
have been taking the course and doing very good work. Mr. Frazer has 
also been supervising a course in farm machinery repair for the farmers in 
-the community. ; 

The Home Economics Course is "being continued ‘with Federal 
Aid. This course is also very important : at this time. A Jarge number

If materials can: be secured it is planned’ to install flovkeceent 
‘ lighting in the village building. This will be financed by funds secured

The work of the Public Health Nurse is very important at this 
time. Doctors are hard to get and are overworked. The children in 
grades 2-4-6-8 have had a physical examination by a doctor. Parents are

Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying from your 
town amounted to $4,486.50 during the year January 1, 1942 to December 
31, 1942. : 


The number of registrants in December 1942 was 20. 


As this program touches every community and many persons, we 
believe the public should know the following facts: 


The increase in the cost of food, fuel, rents and services consti- 
tutes a serious problem to persons dependent on small fixed allowances 
and has been the cause of much concern to the Old Age Assittance 
Department which is responsible for the welfare of about 5,400 aged 
individuals now receiving assistance. In addition, there are some 500 
eligible applicants who cannot yet be helped because sufficient State funds 
are not available. 


The resources of this department and its ability to make grants 
are determined by the State appropriation which is matched by Federal 
funds. The Legislature, conscious of the needs of aged citizens of the 
State, has frequently given favorable consideration to this problem. The 
expenses of administering the program have been the lowest of any 
State in the Union on a comparable basis. 


The advice and council of local officials and interested persons. 
have been very valuable and are gratefully acknowledged.
